Meals are bai- 
anced to assure proper nutri- 
tion without skimping on essen- 
tial proteins, carbohydrates, fats 
and vitamins. For instance only 
five portions may be served from 
one pound of fresh, meat, where 
there is shrinkage, but eight may 
be served from one pound of 
canned tuna or canned meat. Ten 
servings make up one pound of 
dried beans and the cheese por- 
tion is two ounces for each child.

‘We've decided that the chil- 
dren would have eaten it if the 
canned meat had been sliced 
and the potatoes browned in the 
oven. We'll never serve hash 
again yet it was very tasty.

Upland’s public school lunch 
program has bee improved a 
great deal since it was started 
during the depression in tha old 
Elementary school. 

The project was then backed 
by the PTA and Mrs. Effie Hood 
recalls that she was one of the 
first to operate the cafeteria. 
Cooking was done in a small 
basement room on a tiny four 
burner gas stove with a small 
oven. The refrigerator was also 
extremely smiall. 

DAYS OF 'SURPLUS 

It was a big day, in the be- 
ginning she said, when 25 chil- 
dren were served. The meal con- 
sisted of soup, dessert and milk 
or stew, dessert and usually a 
salad. Meals cost 10 cents and 
15 cents. Before the year was 
over, between 40 and 50 children 
were lunching at school. The 
next step was a WPA helper and 
government surplus foods began 
to arrive. There was plenty of 
dried fruit and cereals of vari- 
ous kinds. 

When World War II started, 
about 400 children were being 
served and it was a big under- 
taking with a lot of red tape 
that didn’t appeal much to forth- 
right Mrs. Hood. 

The biggest improvement had 
come with the building of the 
new school and the opening of 
the cafeteria with its greatly im- 
proved facilities. 

During her management there 
had been a cafeteria under sep- 
arate management in Upland 
Junior High School. When it 
burned the children were brought 
to the Upland Cafeteria to eat 
after the children there had eaten 
and that situation continues. 

The staff had increased, after 
Mrs. Hood served 15 years, to 
five or six helpers. 

THREE HELPERS 

Today Mrs. Robinson, who took 
over from Mrs. B. M. Pace, who 
was manager for a number of 
years, is assisted by Mrs. L. E. 
Griffith, Mrs. Vergil Boyes and 
Mrs. S. E. King.

Six-Month Report 


City’s Share 
Of Sales Tax 
Up $8,000 


Upland’s share of the sales 
tax levied on merchandise sold 
in Upland stores is up almost 
$8,000 over the figures for the 
same period of a year ago, City 
Clerk Hazel Cassell revealed to- 
day. ‘. 

The city operates on a July 1 

to July 1 fiscal year, so the 
sales tax figures are for the first 
six months of the 1956-57 year 
only. Mrs. Cassell reports $35,- 
133.92 has been returned to the 
city for this period of the cur- 
rent fiscal year, as compared to 
$27,298.16 collected in city sales 
taxes: for the equivalent period 
of the previous year. This is an 
increase of $7,835.76 for the six 
months. 
Previous to the current fiscal 
year, the city collected the city 
sales tax and retained the entire 
amount. Effective last July 1, 
Upland entered into an agree- 
ment with the state and county, 
whereby the State Board of 
Equilization levies a 4c sales tax 
on each dollar and returns a 
percentage to the city and coun- 
Cina 





The state retains 3¢ of each/| 


4c tax levied, and returns to 
Upland city .883 of the other 
cent. The balance of this cent 
is the 10% going to the county 
government and .1.7% for the 
city’s share of collection costs.

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FIRST FEDERAL 


SAVINGS 
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Views Differ On What Is Going 
To Happen To Devore Cut-Off 


SSpeculation prevails over the fate of the proposed De- 
Vore cut-off, 


Supervisor Dan Mikesell is hopeful of getting enacted 
into law, a bill transferring the Devore cut-off from the county 
to the state highway system. Such a bill is “in the legislative 
hopper” in Sacramento and he has expresed confidence it will 
become a law. 


State Senator James Cunningham, however, told The 
Upland News why the proposed DeVore bill is “doomed to 
die.” 

He said the over-all state highway plan, which igs cor- 
related and cooperatively planned with the huge federal plan, 


does not deem the controversial DeVore cut-off of “enough 
value in the north and south directions of the freeway system.” 


Senator Cunningham indicated the proposed tederal- 
state highway, which is scheduled to be known as U. S. route 
No. 66, will follow “up against the mountains”. He forecasts it 
will be the principal north-south route from San Diego to Nor- 
thern California. He further forecast: 


“The east-west federal and state freeway is planned to 
leave Los Angeles as the present Foothill Blvd., scoop north 
and slightly east about Monrovia or Azusa, travel in that 
direction to the mountains and continue bearing constantly 
“up against the mountains.” 


While these plans are in the “paper” planning stage only, 
but they certainly preclude the necessity of a state highway at 
the DeVore cut-off, according to the senator. 


Mr. Mikesell, one of the most aggressive supervisors, is 
nevertheless working to the end to develop a route that will 
tend to induce trucks to take the short-cut to Cajon pass and 
leave the freeways and Foothill Blvd. to passenger cars. 


“The heavy commercial traffic is now using local north 
and south streets to reach the San Bernardino freeway and the 
Santa Canyon freeway and other freeways,” he has emphasiz- 
ed. It is his contention that most of the through, heavy, un- 
desirable traffic would disappear from the local streets if the 
DeVore cut-off would become a reality and at the same time 
would give everyone easier and freer access to distant points. 


: And so, there continues to be speculation as to what is 
going to happen to the DeVore route. Each of the two county 
officials who should know have divergent views. 


Knight, Knowland, Brown In 
Center of Political Talk 


Governor Goodwin Knight and Attorney General Patrick 
Brown frequently are at the same public meetings and thus 
their conflicting political ambitions are a subject of comment. 


P In San Francisco the other night, these two California 
officials along with most of the other major elected leaders 
were at a session of the California Newspaper Publishers Assn. 
convention. 


Gov. Knight, a very easy talker and a remarkable public 
speaker, introduced his associates and when he came to the 
attorney general, the Republican said of his likely Democratic 
Gubernatorial foe; “I would always like to keep Pat as my 
attorney.” 


All of which emphasizes that the 1958 California election 
will be closely watched by all of the nation. U. S. Senator Wm. 
Knowland is likely to meet Gov. Knight for the Republican 
nomination. That in itself will be one of the greatest political 
battles in this state. 


Attorney General Brown, personally popular and politi- 
cally the top ranking Democrat, is expected to announce be- 
fore long his intention to seek the state’s top political post. 


Generally speaking, Gov. Knight, while regarded as a 
capable leader, is not too popular among many voters. It is 
very likely Senator Knowland will defeat Gov. Knight in their 
primary contest. 


: If Senator Knowland chooses to oust the present Califor- 
nig political leader, it is very likely he will be able to do so. 


In the meantime, Pat Brown will win the Democratic 
nomination and whether it is Knight or Knowland, California 
is going to have a very rugged political campaign. In the

The archives disclose interest- 
ing things about bygone days. 
Most of the time one can find 
an implication of direct import 
to today. 

It seems that more and more 
people were finding their way in- 
to a small village to do their 
Saturday trading. It was horse 
and buggy days and every Sat- 
urday the hitching rails were 
lined with drowsing horses await- 
ing their owners return. 

The day came when the hitch- 
ing rails would no longer suffice 
for the heavy Saturday influx of 
shoppers, Two enterprising busi- 
ness men hit on a scheme for the 
merchants to provide added hit- 
ching space for customers. 

Many shoppers were already 
using several vacant lots adja- 
cent to a defunct tannery near 
main street. Why not, Tom Dick- 
inson and Bill Ralston reasoned. 
buy these lots, level the ground 
and install hitching rails for the 
use of customers. 

Money was scarce, most busi- 
ness was done on long time 
credit, and real estate mortga- 
ges were not easily floated. Tom 
and Bill. decided to ask each 
merchant to chip in a pro-rated 
share to buy the lots and erect 
the hitching rails. 

After weeks of arguing with 
other business people, during 
which time the customer influx 
continued to increase, they man- 
aged to get the majority of the 
business men signed up and wil- 
ling to assist in the project. 

A group of objectors formed 
to block the movement. ‘‘It won’t 
mean anything to us,’”’ they told 
Bill and Tom. “Our business 
isn’t dependent on Saturday’s 
business. We do about the same 
business al the time. Why should 
we spend money to get business 
for you?’’ 

“Anything good for us is good 
for you,’ Bill and Tom argued.
